Travel of Soviet Service Attaches Outside the 
Washington Area 


1. It has come to my attention that Engineer Major Leonid E. 
Pivnev, A.ssistant Air Attache, and Engineer Commodore Peter A. Favorov, 
Assistant Naval Attache, attached to the Russian Embassy, Washington, 
D.C., attended the National Electronics Conference in Chicago, Illinois, 
29 September to 1 October 1952. 


2. Doubting the propriety of their attendance at this conference, 
I have made a personal check on the circum.stances and I am forwarding 
the follovdng facts to you for your information and possible action.

(c) Upon checking vd.th OSI, I found that „ 

tnese individuals and raised the question, ne ^ ' epui ' LS uiU b the 
two Soviet Attaches operated very openly, closely' Inspected all 
equipment, and asked the equipment people such specific questions 
as "and how do you use this new electronic device?", and the reply 
was made "this is one of the main components of our new guided 
missiles". I need not add that the AD/SI and others are quite 
exercised at the fact that these Soviets attended this conference. 
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(d) I understand from the Air Force that they do not exercise 
any control over the Air Attaches travel but merely report a Soviet 
Air Attache's proposed travel to the State Department. The report 
they receive regarding proposed travel must be sutanitted 48 hours 
prior to departure and does not require any reason for the trip. 
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(e) My state Department Liaison Officer reports that in turn 
the State Department merely notes that the travel is to take place 
and no further action to my knowledge is talcen. 


3« It would appear to me that if, upon further investigation, the 
procedures as I have found them to be are correct, the oroblem is one 
that should be thoroughly reviewed and remedial action taken if policy 
so dictates.
